ABUTILON (Flowering Maple, Chinese Bellflower) p. 
Sow in Spring or Summer in a coolhouse, allowing 6 months to flowering size. 
GIANT FLOWERED MIXED. Pot plant or climbing warmhouse shrub, 3 to 6 ft.....25¢ 


ACACIA t.p. 
Familiar late Winter-blooming shrubs with finely cut foliage and sweet-scented 
yellow flowers. Pour hot water over seed; soak for 48 hrs. Grow at 50°... -25¢ 


ACHIMENES t.p. 
Trumpet-shaped Gloxinia-like flowers freely produced on plants 1' high. Treat 
similar to Gloxinias, which see. Fine for pots or hanging baskets. Mixed...65¢ 


ARCTOTIS a. 
Daisy-like flowers stay open on the plants a long time, even on cloudy days. 
GRANDIS. Large white flowers with mauve center and golden band.....eeseeeee lO? 


BRGONTIA 

Sown in Winter for Summer plants, the slower ones can be carried along for Au- 
tumn and Winter use, pinching out unwanted buds as they appear. Sow at 65° but 
don't cover the seed with soil. As soon as in 3" pots, begin to cool them gra- 
dually, and carry along at 50° to 55°. Below are the fibrous-rooted kinds: 

* PICOTEE. Large white, edged with a bright pink band. 6 to 8" high........30¢

CARNATION a. 
Perpetual Flowering. The only true Winter-flowering variety. This is a genuine

African Daisy has very showy flowers, 24" across, in shades of orange, salmon, 
puff, and pink; fine for bouquets. Sow in Aug. for Winter bloom; 45 .......15¢

Pink Wisteria-like flowers are good for cutting. The fancy seed-pods are quite 
decorative, too. Sow at 50° in late Fall for Spring-blooming vines........-el15¢ 


DORONICUM p. 
Leapord's-Bane is easily raised from seed, which germinates readily. Sow March 
to July. Placed under glass in Fall at 45” blooms from Christmas to Easter.

ECHEVERIA CARNICOLOR 
Of the Hen and Chicken family; easily raised. Brilliant vermillion-red flower- 
heads 4" across; metallic bluish-green foliage.

Sown from January to July, bloom in 7 months. Sow on a very fine surface, with 
65° to 70°.
